The FCC Reports and Orders seem to state pretty clearly that incentives 
for the higher classes are going to be increased to change the situation, 
Freely translated into sub-band allocation terms,this probably means that 
General Class amateurs will have less space, and that Advanced/Extra Clas: 
people will have more, If Prose Walker does what he proposes to do, there 
will also be call sign distinctions between license classes to make sub- 
band allocation enforecement easier for the FCC. 


If anybody has been casually thinking about upgrading, this might be a 
very good time to buckle down and do something about it. Nuf sed -
